European Patent Application No. 1 108 626 A2 published June 20, 2001 
discloses: This air bag holder module comprises a bowl-shaped housing, into which a cylinder 
of compressed gas is fitted so that, when operated, the gas escapes fi'om the bottle and is heated 
by a chemical reaction causing the gas to expand into the air bag. The air bag is held in a box- 
shaped upper housing and has a fixing fi*ame which is set into the upper rim of the gas bottle 
housing. The upper and lower housing, are each formed in one piece by injection molding to 
simplify assembly.
